The silent man buildeth better than 
he knoweth. He acquires, wealth, rep- 
utation and the odor of sanctity. His 
forte is keeping quiet. He is the orig- 
inal of the. poet who said: ‘Silence is

But Sir Boyle Roche, the author of 
that famous Irish bull about the man 
who put his foot in it every time he 
opened his mouth, plainly outlived the 
ultimate fate of the silent man. For 
that, says the Chicago Herald, is the 
invariable fate of nearly all the men 
whose entire reputation rests on the

A TEST OF DEATH. 


A Physician Tells of a Sure Way of As- 
certaining If Life Is Extinct. 

About once in so often the newspapers 
are filled with accounts of premature 
burials, and journalists with abnormal 
imaginations are in demand to paint in 
vivid colors the agonies that must have 
been endured by the helpless wretches 
who woke up and found themselves 
dead. A few days ago such a case was 
reported in South Carolina. When the 
coffin of a young girl who had recently 
been buried was exhumed the body was 
contorted in a horrible manner, the 
finger nails were deeply buried in the 
palms of the hands, the face was lacer- 
ated, and the appearance of the corpse 
indicated that death had not finally 
come ee fearful struggle. It was 
a good story, and whether or not it was 
a “fake,” it will probably start the 
fakers of the newspapérs to work, and 
there will be no lack of similar blood- 
curdling tales for a month or two. 

A well-known Chicago physician read 
the yarn referred to, and he was so 
much wrought up overit that he came 
to the office of the Herald to learn 
whether the case was duly authenti- 
cated. 

“There are plenty of people molder- 
ing under the sod,” he said, ‘“‘who were 
buried before life became extinct, but 
they were never made aware of the fact. 
Coffins nowadays are hermetically 
sealed, and there is not enough air in 
one of them to bring a person to life out 
of a trance. The lungs must have a 
certain amount of oxygen before the 
heart will bégin to act, and one full in- 
halation would exhaust all of the oxygen 
in a modern casket, and the lungs 
would, of course, be unable to take an- 
other. All these stories of fearful suf- 
‘ferings endured by persons buried alive 
are false; there’s nothing to them. 7 
_ “No doubt bodies are frequently in- 
terred while life is yet existent, but 
this would not be the case if every body 
knew of a certain infallible and abso- 
lutely certain test of death.

| were dead, and flame should come in 


contact with any part of your body, no 
blister would appear, and the flesh 
would be burned. The blood has been 
withdrawn from the arteries, and your 
body is like so much beefsteak. 

‘All you have to do is to apply a 
match to any part of the supposed 
corpse. If life remains, however little, 
a blister will at once form. Simple, 
isn’tit? Why, itis so simple that the 
most ignorant person in the world can 
apply it, and no expert physician could 
settle the question of life or death any 
more certainly.”—Chicago Herald. 


THE MAN OF FASHION. 


How His Tallor Should Fit Him Out for 
‘ $pring and Summer. 

The three-button cutaway frock coat 
will remain the popular semi-dress gar- 
ment. The single-breasted sack coat is 
as popular as ever, especially with three 
buttons instead of four, corners slight- 
ly rounded and cut away and a long, 
narrow, shapely roll. The edges are 
stitched rather wider than usual, in 
some cases the stitching being as wide 
as five-e1 Ss ofan inch, but the av- 
erage is ut‘one-half an inch, 

There will be a moderate number of 
double-breasted sack coats worn, es- 
pecially in blue and black cheviots and 
serges. ‘The popular garment seems to 
be a four-button, with ashapely Princé 
Albert lapel. 

In spring overcoats, the prevailing 
garment will be the box coat. This 
garment is about thirty-six inches long, 
made with a handsome treble stitch or 
plaited seam, with the back cut full and 
Shapely, the entire garment hanging 
gracefully from the shoulders. The 
roll is long, and in beautifully modu- 
lated lines, with a buttonhole in the 
left lapel especially arranged to hold 
a boutonniere. The cuffs are stitched a 
la Parisian, with three buttons fitted 
into three hand-made button-holes, 
making a pretty and novel effect. 

Vests are cut five button, long, shape- 
ly roll, and not exposing too much shirt 
front, with a neatly-notched collar. The 
edges are stitched the same width as 
the coat. 

Trousers are being cut a trifle nar- 
rower than heretofore, slightly tapering 
from the knee to the instep. 

For quietly dressed and elderly gentle- 
men, the single-breasted, one-button 
cutaway, cut with flaps at the wais:
